THE USES OF MORTAR PLASTICISERS 


The need for reduced costs and greater efficiency is resulting in the increased 
use of mortar plasticisers throughout the building industry. This information 
sheet gives a brief description of the function of these workability aids. 


THE THEORY governing mortars for brickwork is that 
the mortar joint should always be weaker than the 
brick, so that when thermal or moisture movement 
takes place in the structure as a whole, the joints craze 


or crack in preference to the possible formation of . 


major structural cracks in the bricks. 


To obtain this weak mortar joint it is necessary to 
use a mix with low cement and high sand content. 
These mixes often become unworkable, particularly 
where sharp sands are used and it has been the practice 
in the past to recommend the addition of hydrated lime 
as a plasticising agent. 


As, however, lime expands and cement contracts 
during hydration, two opposing stresses are set up in the 
mortar during the drying out and hardening processes 
and this is very largely the basic cause of the quite 
common crazing and movements of joints away from 
the brickwork. The development of mortar plasticisers 
now makes it possible to adopt lean cement and sand 
mixes without resorting to the addition of lime. 


Underlying Principles. 


Tretol Morta-Mix, the mortar plasticiser, works on 
the principle of entraining in a mix approximately 
10 per cent. more air than normal. This air is in the 
form of minute stable bubbles, and these, by reducing 
internal friction within the mortar, provide a marked 
improvement in plasticity and workability. 


The air entrainment is obtained by a physical and 
not a chemical action and there is, therefore, no 
deleterious effect on the mortar. Tretol Morta-Mix 
removes surface tension from the gauging water and 
to a certain extent, acts as a lubricant for the sand. 


Because of the air entrainment the mortar is given 
a minute cellular construction which provides more 
tolerance for movement within the mortar, thereby 
reducing cracking and crazing to a minimum. The 
thermal insulation provided by this cellular construc- 
tion of the mortar prevents the penetration of frost 
beyond the initial face of the mortar or rendering and 
provides a high degree of resistance to damp penetra- 
tion. 


Mortars for brickwork. 


By allowing the elimination of lime the use of Tretol 
Morta-Mix will enable typical mixes of 1:1:5 or 
1: 1: 6 to be adjusted to 1: 6 using, if preferred, coarse 
sharp sands; Mixes of 1:2:9 and 1:3:12 can 
similarly be adjusted to 1:8. In addition to easier - 
flow, improved wetting properties of the mortar will be 
obtained, ensuring better bonding between brick and 
mortar joints, greatly reducing the tendency to crazing 
and shrinkage of the mortar joints. 


External renderings. 


Mixes of 1:6 as indicated for brickwork, using 
really coarse sharp sands, can well be employed with 
the aid of this plasticiser without the slightest objection 
being raised by plasterers. The renderings hang 
extremely well in their wet state and can be brought to 
a good finish without necessity for over-trowelling; 
thus avoiding bringing the “ fat’ to the surface with 
resultant crazing. By the use of selected sands, and 
by employing these lean mixes, a valuable contribution 
is made towards reducing crazing and shrinkage 
cracks. 


The plastic nature of the mix provided enables very 
easy working of surfaces to obtain texturing where 
necessary, also, by improved wetting, better 
adhesion between thrown or embedded aggregate on to 
the surface of the final coat of rendering is obtained. 


Internal cement renderings for backing coats. 


The advantages gained by the use of lean mixes are 
pagticularly apparent on breeze blocks and other 
internal surfaces not possessing high physical strength. 
Renderings consisting of cement, sand and Tretol 
Morta-Mix only, eliminating completely the need for 
lime, will provide excellent backing coats for plaster 
finishes and will not cause any chemical reaction 
resulting in blowing, or other physical damage to the 
setting coats.

Oil-fired heating installation in Royal Liver Building 


FTER THE LAST WAR the Committee of 

Management of The Royal Liver 
Friendly Society decided to modernise 
the heating system in the famous Royal 
Liver Building. The Committee con- 
sidered various equipment of the most 
modern design, giving special attention 
to the need for fuel conservation, mini- 
misation of atmospheric pollution, and 
safety in operation. They chose an oil- 
fired system, in which the heating medium 
was high-temperature hot water. 

The new installation, described as ‘‘one 
of which engineers dream ”’, was com- 
pleted in 1954. It-distributes heat 
efficiently and economically through all 
17 floors of this huge building. The tem- 


perature is thermostatically controlled, 
and only the simplest maintenance is 
required. The use of oil fuel also elimi- 
nates the difficulty of obtaining solid fuel 
of the correct grade and makes for greatly 
improved cleanliness. Furthermore, it 
reduces storage problems. 

There are two fully-insulated storage 
tanks, in each of which the oil fuel is 
heated to the required temperature and 
degree of viscosity. From these tanks 
the fuel is distributed mechanically to 
the burners. All the attendant has to do 
to ignite the burners is to press a push- 
button on acontrol panel. Various safety 
devices have been incorporated to ensure 
that ignition takes place only when con- 


ditions are completely suitable, and to 
stop the flow of oil immediately should 
any untoward incident occur.

MODERN FOR THE CLASSICS 

The Radio Show, like the Motor Show, 
is one of those centres of mass pilgrim- 
age by which the temper of the nation 
is judged; whatever one’s trade or racket 
one can learn a great deal about the 
customers’ likely frame of mind over 
the next twelve months. ASTRAGAL, 
looking back over his comments in pre- 
vious years, finds that he has tended to 
use the Radio Show as a barometer of 
ithe public’s attitude to good design, but 
looking over this year’s exhibits, he is 
inclined to use the Radio Show as the 
lindicator of a continuing split in the 
acceptance of standards of design.

One might have gone this year anti- 
Cipating a squalid purge of flashiness 


stirred up by the imminence of com- 
mercial TV, only to find that, inexplic- 
ably it hadn’t happened. The crux of 
this year’s show was super-charged 
steam-radio, VHF /FM, and ASTRAGAL 
found the results very instructive. Who 
will buy FM? The answer, from the 
look and price of the sets, will be lower- 
middle-class intellectuals who have 
heard about good design. Practically 
every stand shows an FM set at about 
25 gns., but unlike AM* sets in this 
price range which tend to be plastic, 
bulgy and Borax, the FM sets are 
restrained and dignified wooden boxes 
with a few well-placed knobs. People 
who don’t care all that much about 
quality of reproduction, it appears, like 
‘em flashy, confirmed classical-music 
users (who are interested in “woof” 
and 
masters of modern design would not 
point a finger of scorn at. Moral, good 
design still only belongs to a limited 
section of the public.

TV set design, of course, is still 
dominated by the problem of ever- 
bigger screens. The enormous Twenty-

bours you will be asked to fit some sort 
of suppressor. This seems fair enough, 
but AsTrRaGAL feels rather strongly that 
it should be a two-way arrangement 
and that any radio set about which two 
or more neighbours complain should 
have to have its maximum volume cut 
to half. You think that existing laws 
and the police provide enough control? 
Just try to use the existing machinery 
and see where it gets you. 


SWEDISH NEW TOWN 

ASTRAGAL understands that pictures of 
Villingby, the new town that is being 
built about ten miles from Stockholm, 
appear elsewhere in this issue. He was 
there himself earlier this summer and 
two things about it struck him particu- 
larly.
